This is the million dollar 
question following the fong- 
awaited unveiling of Austral- 
jan seccer’s marketing 
“package” in Sydney last 
week. 


Generally speaking, it is a 
package which inspires hopes 
and possibly dangerously high 
expectations, while the more 
perceptive and calm observer 
of the soccer scene must, in all 
honesty, have some naggi 
doubts in the back of his mind. 

But first, the goodies. 

It does seem likely that for 
the first time Australian soc- 
cer’s somewhat leaky ship will 
be steered by professionals; 
not soccer pros, but marketing 
experts, who make their living 
out of seliing, whether their 
wares be soap powder, dis- 
posable nappies or football 
teams. 

The new Marketing Divi- 
sion's guiding light, 35-year- 
old whiz kid Rik Booth was 
devastatingly accurate in his 
exposure of the weaknesses in 
our soccer structure. 

Many of us have been 
aware of them for many, 
many years. Nonetheless, it 
was Nice to get the impression 
that at long last some 
members of officialdom are 
listening to such voices of cold, 
uncomfortable, but spot-on 
wisdom. 

Whether they will act on bis 
advice will determine the 
success or failure of this bold 
venture.

No one can, or even attempt 
to hide the fact that Australian 
soccer has reached a major 
milestone in its perception of 
itself, by making a 180 degree 
turn from its traditional align- 
ment with British soccer and 
its administrative principles. 

From now on the slogan 
could well be *‘The States Are 
Great.” 

Fancy names, summer sea- 
son, indoor footy — the list 
goes on and on; all ideas pat- 
terned on the NSAL’s storming 
of the American sporting 
scene. 

As a result of family ties and 
just plain curiosity I have been 
a close observer of the Ameri- 
can sporting phenomenon for 
the past decade, both first- 
hand and from afar, and feel 
that some important com- 
ponents are being overlooked 
in the headlong rush towards 
cloning the NASL in Austra- 
lia. 

You may not believe this but 
there 1s nothing special in the 
way the North American 
Soccer League has built some- 
thing out of nothing. 

The NASL simply has fol- 
lowed the well-established pat- 
tern of professional sport 
franchising set by football, 
hockey, basketball and base- 
ball. 

Even more important, the 
NASL and all the other leagues 
are businesses, not hobbies. As 
long as a club makes business 
and tax sense, it survives; 
after that it’s shifted, sold or 
liquidated. 

Until this sinks in with the 
game’s administrators in 
Australia only cosmetic 
changes can be made. 

Iwo major components of 
the NASL set-up are con- 
Spicuously absent from the 
Australian package; 
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e Star players, in the Beck- 
enbauer, Chinaglia, Cruyff — 
not to mention Pele — cate- 
gory, and coaches of the stat- 
ure of Rinus Michels and 
Hennes Weisweiler; and 

e The strict safeguarding of 


the interests of franchise 
owners by the restriction of 
the number of teams in any 
given area to one only. 

Compare these aspects of 
the NASL with the PSL and 
you begin to wonder...

A major plus for seccer is 
the announcement of Channel 
@’s extensive coverage of the 
game starting next month. 

Obviously, the new -multi- 
cultural network is deter- 
mined to do the right thing by 
the sport. Even more ob- 
vioulsy, its bosses realise that 
soccer is ‘‘Number One’’ 
among the millions of non- 
Anglo Saxons in this land. 

It was ironic though, to hear 
all the concern expressed by 
Sir Arthur George for the 
ethnic population.

And, all the hoopla (however 
necessary), all the changes, 
all the very good marketing 
ideas in the world will not stop 
soccer's stagnation and the 
disastrous slip in crowds 
through the gates which is now 
a decided trend throughout the 
nation, unless the quality of 
the “‘product"’ improves. 

The fare served up each 
week is not good enough as an 
entertaining spectacle. It’s as 
simple as that! 

This is where our top prior- 
ity lies. 

In fact, in Channel 0's mass- 
ive involvement in soccer, 
with a veritable feast of inter- 
national games, as well as 
South American and European 
league matches about to flood 
our screens, the ASF may 
have created a “‘monster’’. 

If the PSL is to be success- 
ful, it must be able to survive 
the comparison with what we 
will see on TV. 

If it doesn’t then I have 
grave fears for its future.

The short tour to be undertaken by Well- 
ington F.A., from 26 September, will give 
Northern New South Wales soccer fans an 
opportunity to compare local standards with 
that of the New Zealand National League. 


Although the Wellingtonians are a provincial selection, the 
strength of the team is akin to that of an average, middle-of-the- 
table National League club. 

The capital city's three major clubs, Wellington Diamond 
United, Stop Out and Miramar Rangers, each provide four 
meinbers of the L6-man squad. 

W.D.U. and Stop Out finished 4th and 10th respectively in the 
1980 National League, while Rangers gained promotion to the 
country’s premier soccer competition by virtue of being Central 
Regional league champions. 

Two of the Stop Out quartet are internationals — ultra-con- 
sistent goalkeeper Barry Pickering, having represented New Zea- 
land four times and Keith Barton, a robustly efficient full back, 
once — against China in 1975. 

The only other full international in the squad is defender Mike 
Simenoff who can boast 10 caps, the last in 1978. Simenoff is one of 
five survivors from the Wellington team that lost 0 - 1 to Northern 
New South Wales during the Australians’ tour of 1977, which is 
now being reciprocated. 

Barry Pichering, Jeff Strom, Brent Pratt and Peter Brown are 
also due to meet Northern New South Wales for a second time, in 
this instance under the guise of Newcastle K.B. United, whereas 
Paul van der Breggan and Costa Leonidas have graduated from 
the Wellington under-23 team that was defeated 5 - 0 by the North- 
ern New South Welshinen three years ago. 

The strength of Wellington lies in defence where Strom, Brown, 
van der Breggan and Barton will provide solid cover for Pick- 
ering. Aggressive captain Strom, who played an integral role in 
W.D.U.'s only major success, the 1976 National League, and 
Brown are veterans of many campaigns, while van der Breggan 
has emerged as a defender of real class in the past couple of sea- 
sons, 

Hard-worhing Tom Heptinstall, youth international Mark 
Cummings and Costa Leonidas should prove effective in midfield, 
but Wellington could have problems up front. 

Shilful young left winger Billy Harris, originally chosen for 
New Zealand's Oceania Cup squad although he did not make the 
trip, will provide plenty of opportunities, but the squad lacks a 
consistent goalscorer. 

W.D.U.'s Derek Gibson-Smith, the most prolific striker in New 
Zealand soccer over the past five years, was a shock ommission 
from the party. Gibson-Smith, formerly of South Sydney in the 
N.S.W. Federation, was rejected because he was considered to 
have insufficient stamina for a seven-match, 13 day tour. 

In contrast, the suprise selection is that of Wynton Ruffer, a 17- 
year-old from Ronogotai College.

Will the 1979 debacle over relegation be re- 
peated this year over promotion? 

it’s a question occupying one club in particular — Melita 
Eagles. 

Last year South Melbourne Hellas finished last in the 
Philips League but it was the second-last club, Sydney 
Olympic, that was relegated. 

That caused screams of protest, particularly since 
mighty Olympic was replaced by little Blacktown City. 

There has been strong support for Olympic ever since. 

It was generally predicted Olympic was to be promoted 
back to the PSL if it won the State League championship. 

But that honor went to Attila Abonyi’s Melita Eagles, 
who also have applied for PSL membership. 

If the second-last club can be relegated instead of the 
last-placed club, it is conceivable that the ASF could pro- 
mote the second-placed club rather than the champion. 

That’s quite within the rules. 

They state that the last two clubs can apply for read- 
mission, along with ANY OTHER CLUBS THAT MAY 
SEEK PSL MEMBERSHIP. In other words, it doesn’t 
matter where you finish. 

Wollongong City already has been accepted to the 1981 
PSL competition and, indeed, has hired a coach, Ken 
Morton, from Tasmanian club Rapid Wrest Point. 

Preston Makedonia, the Victorian champion has ap- 
plied along with Olympic, Melita Eagles and a new Tas- 
manian club known as the Tassie Tigers. 

If West Adelaide or Brisbane City is relegated along- 
with St. George, it is almost certain that either would be 
readmitted due to the absence of suitable replacements 
from those cities. 

St. George will find it more difficult to get back in, 
especially since room will have to be made for Wollo- 
ngong. 

And so the admission of other new clubs depends en- 
tirely on whether the league expands to 16. We'll have to 


wait and see. — LAURIE SCHWAB

An important facility the 
fledgling club lacked was a 
hume ground. An approach 
was made to Heidelberg City 
Council which agreed to allo- 
cate Windsor Park on a co-te- 
nuncy basis with, sin of sins, a 
footy club. 

AS principal tenants the 
footy club's gual posts were 
perinanent fixtures. The 
soccer posts hud to be set in 
position for each gaine after 
the match were reinoved and 
chamed to the surrounding 
fence. 


Mechanical ground marking 
equipment was a luxury the 
new club could not afford. For 
every home game the ground 
was marked by hand by Ray 
Lethwaite. So tight were club 
finances, Ray used to spread 
the lime as thinly as possible 
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from

Just as the Rosanna adinin- 
istrators inanuged to success- 
fully overcome each problem 
us it arose, sv the first Ro- 
sunna under 12 side acquitted 
itself well on the playing field. 

They won their first match 
5-2 and finished the season as 
undefeated league champions 
of the Diamond Valley League- 
lhe sane yeur they were run- 
ners-up in the Northern Region 
Cup, going down in the final 3-5 
to Greensborough. 

In 1970, as under 13s, they 
were again runners-up in the 
Cup. In 1971, with virtually the 
same team which played in 
J969, they won the under 14 
Northern Region Cup, defeat- 
ing George Cross in a replay 
by 2-1. Their first encounter 
had ended in a 1-1 draw.

Intended as an 
“everyman’s guide”, it covers the entire spectrum of the game — from skills, coaching and 
tactics, through the history and development of the game to refereeing and international 
competition 
Not yet a “soccer country”, Australia has yet to leam fully the game's traditions and appeal. 
The authors’ appreciation of both individuals and teams, together with the colour and black 
and white photography. provide convincing proof of the attraction the game holds for crowds 
overseas. It is hoped that some of this enthusiasm will grip Australians after they have leamed 
the essentials of soccer from this book. 
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Although the coaches of Ro- 
sanna junior teams are in- 
variably parents who assume 
the responsibility either be- 
cause of their love of the game 
vr because they were ‘‘persua- 
ded”* to tahe it on “until a per- 
manent coach can be appoint- 
ed”, Rosanna has been fortun- 
ute in the quality of coaches 
which this rather haphazard 
system has brought to light. 

Parent coaches with a back- 
ground in Australian Rules, 
such as Brian Beer and Ron 
Parker, have coached success- 
ful league championship and 
VSF Cup winning sides, while 
coaches with a soccer back- 
ground have included men of 
the calibre of Rudy Bakker, 
formerly of Ajax Holland and 
Doug Rogers, formerly of Dur- 
ban, South Africa and Victor- 
ian State League, Hakoah. 

Just ds the formation of Ro- 
sanna Soccer Club was due in- 
directly to outside influences, 
su the decision to enter senior 
leuins resulted from an 
unpetus from vutside the club. 

In 1973 Fitzroy Alexander 
approached Resanna with an 
olfer of financial assistance 
and the provision of profes- 
sional coaching assistance for 
the juniors, if Rosanna was 
prepared to supply Fitzroy 
with players for their senior 
teams, 

rhe issue was discussed at a 
regular meeting of the Ro- 
sanna members but, on the 
motion of Jim Sampson, a 
decision was deferred to 
enable the committee to 
examine the feasibility of 
lurining a Rusanna senior 
teain. 

The outcome of the com- 
mittee meeting was that Ro- 
sanna elected to field its first 
senior teanr in the Northérn 
Division of the District League 
in 1974. 


As junior soccer at that time 
tinished with the under 16s, the 
first Rosanna semies team 
comprised the under 16 teain 
of 1973 together with some ex- 
Rosanna players who pre- 
yiuusly had joined other clubs 
at the end of their junior ca- 
reers. 

Rosanna mude.an inconspic- 
uwwus Start lo its senior soccer 
in the face of older and more 
experienced teains.

of Ulympic Village Park to Ro- 
sunna. A report in the local 
paper of 28 November 1973 
nuted that ‘the George Cross 
Club and the Melbourne Soccer 
Club had both sought the 
ground and were willing to pay 
substantial rental . 

Yhe paper quoted a Rosanna 
seccer Club spokesman as 
saying that “as the ambitions 
of the other succer clubs in the 
city appeared to be already 
sutisified, (Rosanna) would 
regard it as a serious blow if 
Ulympic Village Park was 
given to outsiders - 

Unfortunately it utlimately 
went to outsiders. In 1979 the 
facilities were granted to Fitz- 
roy Alexander under their new 
name of Heidelberg Utd. 

Just as the granting of

I really have settled in well 
here since I arrived back from 
England in 1979 and 1 was sur- 
prised by the fine adminis- 
tration at Newcastle. 

I started playing com- 
petitively with Perth club Az- 
zurri at under-10 level mainly 
because it was an Italian club 
and my father, being Italian, 
was interested in me joining. 

I played with Azzurri until 
under-16 level from where I 
progressed to the seniors. 

In 1976 I went to West 
Germany through a family 
contact, as my mother is Ger- 
man, and I was with Eintracht 
Frankfurt for six months. 

I wanted to have a teste of 
top professional soccer and the 
experiences was invaluable. 

Eintracht’s administration 
was excellent and the training 
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stadium was good enough for 
league games. 

We trained twice daily, in 
the morning and afternoon, 
and almost everything was 
done with the ball. 

The only solid physical work 
was aerobic training involving 
12-minute runs. 

Training was not particular- 
ly demanding but you kept 
working throughout each ses- 
sion and it was a thrill for me 
to train alongside Bernd Hoel- 
zenbein and Juergen Gra- 
bowski who were playing in 
the West German national side 
at the time. 

When I returned to Perth I 
was sidelined for some time 
and hamstring and ankle in- 
juries and in 1978 and 79 I went 
to England 

Again I wanted to try out 
with a professional club and I 
wanted to gain experience ata 
high level so I went to Shef- 
field United under manager 
Harry Hasjam. 

Unfortunately United were 
relegated in the 78-79 season 
but there was a strong empha- 
sis placed on the physical 
aspects of the game 

Training was once daily and 
unlike my experience at Eint- 
racht we trained without the 
ball on many occasions. 

I played with United in the 
Central League but the winter 
of that season was particularly 
bad and many gaines were 
postponed so | played only four 
matches. . 

[here were many young- 
sters playing in the Central 
League which seemed to be a 
blooding ground for senior 
teain selection and quite a few 
Irish and Welsh internationals 
played in the league. 

Alan Vest got in touch with 
me in England after ringing 
Perth to speah to ine so I de- 
cided to return and join New- 
castle and I haven't loohed 
bach. 

My senior representative 
career with the national team 
started with my inclusion in 
the squad te play Partizan Bel- 
grade. The highlight so far was 
my selection in the party to 
tour China in 1979. 

My. aim is of course to estab- 
lish myself as stopper in the 
national side and | see Tony 
Henderson and Murray Barnes 
as my main opposition. 

1 believe Australia’s 
chances of getting to Spain for 
the World Cup finals in 1982 
are good but we will have to be 
at our best to get there. 

I believe the improvement 
in the standard of PSL soccer 
will hold us in good stead when 
we try to qualify for Spain and 
I can see an advantage in the 
PSL's proposed switch to suim- 
mer.
